Following  Rabbi  Lincoln’s  lead  in  last 
month’s  Bulletin,  I  would  like  to  contin¬ 
ue  his  “One  Mitzvah  a  Month”  theme. 
You  may  recall  a  TV  commercial  for 
Barney's  which  ran  some  years  ago.  A  handful 
of  boys  are 
gathered  on 
the  steps  of 
a  brownstone 
dreaming 
of  what  they 
will  b  e  /  d  o 
when  they 
reach  adult¬ 
hood,  and  lit¬ 
tle,  bespecta¬ 
cled  Barney, 
when  asked 
of  his  plans, 
replies,  “I  don’t 
know,  but 
you’re  all  going  to  need  clothes.” 

Along  with  clothing,  you’re  all  going  to 
have  to  eat!  The  mitzvah  which  I  hope  you  will 
consider  this  month  is  Kashrut,  the  dietary 
laws.  While  it  may  require  some  alteration  in 
your  eating  habits,  you  will  not  have  to  go  out 
of  your  way  or  set  aside  extra  time  to  observe 
it.  In  this  sense,  it  is,  perhaps,  the  most  conve¬ 
nient  and  most  accessible  of  all  mitzvot.

out  a  new  kosher  product  or  a  previously 
unhekhshered  (uncertified)  item  appearing 
on  the  supermarket  shelves,  and  there  always 
seems  to  be  a  new  kosher  eating  establish¬ 
ment  to  sample.  Such  discoveries  and  explo¬ 
rations  always  make  for  novel  and  often 
exciting  kosher  experiences,  but,  more 
importantly,  kosher  foods,  in  abundance,  are 
readily  available. 

In  his  1993  book,  To  Life!,  Rabbi  Harold 
Kushner  discusses  the  issue  of  the  perceived 
restrictiveness  of  Kashrut  and  other  mitzvot: 
“We  think  of  freedom  as  meaning  being 
unencumbered  by  laws,  free  to  go  where  we 
want,  to  do  what  we  want,  to  touch  the 
museum  exhibit  without  hindrance.  But 
Judaism  insists  that  living  by  God’s  laws  is  a 
matter  not  only  of  obedience,  but  of  a  more 
important  kind  of  freedom.  The  freedom  the 
Law  offers  is  the  freedom  of  the  athlete  who 


disciplines  his  body  so  that  he  is  free  to  do 
things  physically  that  you  and  I  are  incapable 
of.  It  is  the  freedom  of  being  the  master  of 
appetite  rather  than  its  slave.” 

“You  may  get  the  impression  from  what  I 
[Kushner]  have  written  that,  for  the  traditional 
Jew,  eating  is  hedged  around  with  so  many 
religious  restrictions  that  there  is  not  much 
left  to  enjoy.  Not  so;  we  Jews  eat  very  well. 
Should  you  have  the  opportunity  some  week¬ 
end,  try  this  anthropological  experiment. 
Attend  a  non-Jewish  wedding  on  a  Saturday 
and  a  Jewish  wedding  on  Sunday,  and  com¬ 
pare  the  attitudes  toward  food,  the  amount, 
the  variety,  and  the  gusto  with  which  it  is 
consumed.  I  suspect  there  is  a  simple  psycho¬ 
logical  process  at  work,  and  it  holds  true  fc( 
sexual  behavior  and  other  areas  of  human 
activity  as  well  as  for  eating.  Once  you  have

.  marked  the  limits  of  permitted  and  forbidden, 
you  can  let  yourself  go  and  enjoy  yourself 
within  the  limits  of  the  permitted  without 
wondering  if  you  might  be  doing  something 
wrong.” 

There  are  a  variety  of  options  when  it 
comes  to  beginning  or  enhancing  your  obser¬ 
vance  of  Kashrut: 

-  Start  by  eating  only  meat  or  only  dairy 
products  at  your  meals  (fruits,  vegetables  and 
fish  are  parve  =  neutral,  and  may  be  eaten 
with  either  meat  or  milk  products). 

-  As  a  further  distinction,  you  may  wish 
to  decide  to  limit  your  observance  initially 
either  to  the  home  or  to  outside  establish¬ 
ments. 

-  Remove  non-kosher  fish  and  meats 
from  your  diet.  (Again,  you  might  initially  dis¬ 
tinguish  between  the  home  and  the  outside.) 

-  Actively  shop  for  products  that  carry  a 
hekhsher  (kosher  certification). 

-  Switch  to  some  (and  then  all)  kosher 
meats  at  home. 

The  next  steps  would  involve  purchasing 
additional  sets  of  eating  and  cooking  utensils 
and  determining  which  of  the  items  that  you 
-own  can  be  “kashered”  for  use  in  a  kosher 
xitchen;  “ kashering  your  sink,  oven,  range, 
etc.;  and  including  brachot  (blessings)  over 
food  before  and  after  you  eat. 

There  are  any  number  of  books  available 
on  kashrut.  The  rabbis  would  be  only  too 
happy  to  advise  you  about  them,  to  help  you 
sort  out  your  options,  and  to  work  with  you  as 
you  establish  your  new  patterns  of  observance.

They  called  it  Rosh  Hashana  L’llanot  (the 
New  Year  for  Trees)  because  by  this  day  in 
Israel  the  annual  rains  have  ended  and  a  new 
annual  cycle  of  tree  growth  begins.

of  the  month  of  Shevat  has  been  celebrated  as 
the  New  Year  for  Trees.

Rabbi  Nadich  Receives 
Liberator’s  Medal 

n  November  17,  1996  at  the  Grand 
Hyatt  Hotel,  Rabbi  Judah  Nadich  was 
honored  by  having  the  Liberator’s 
Medal  bestowed  upon  him  during  the  1996 
Elie  Wiesel  Holocaust  Remembrance  Award 
Dinner,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Israel 
Bonds  campaign. 

A  number  of  survivors  of  the  Nazi  con¬ 
centration  camps  were  honored,  together 
with  a  smaller  number  of  men  who  participat¬ 
ed  in  the  liberation  of  the  camps  as  soldiers  or 
officers  in  the  American  army. 

Rabbi  Nadich  was  the  senior  Jewish 
chaplain  with  the  American  army  in  Europe  in 
World  War  II  and  served  as  advisor  on  Jewish 
affairs  to  General  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower.  He 
received  the  Croix  de  Guerre  medal  from 
France,  the  Order  of  the  British  Empire  medal 
from  England,  and  the  Aleh  medal  from  Israel, 
as  well  as  a  number  of  American  decorations.
